(Currently amended) A method for selling l e as e or offering rental or lease cars to 
a first party, even while said rental or lease car is leased or rented to a second party, over a 
computer network to users and thereafter completing sales of cars selected by the users 
comprising the steps of: 

preparing a list for said users of cars for sale with their descriptions, said cars on said list 
being presently part of a fleet of rental or lease cars, some of which could be on rent or lease at 
the time the list is prepared j e as e d or r e nt e d or available for l e ase or r e nt , 

storing said list in a database, said database being coupled to a server computer, said 
server computer being coupled to a computer network, 

providing client computers controlled by users with access across said computer network 
to said database for said users to search said list of cars for sale with their descriptions, 

receiving a buy request at said server computer from a- the client computer, and d e ciding 
wh e th e r to accept said buy r e qu e st from said cli e nt comput e r consummating sale of said car with 
details of selling the car . 

2. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein said server computer 
controls an auction, said buy request is a winning bid in said auction, and said server computer 
authorizes purchase.

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9. (Currently amended) A system for selling a lease or rental car to a first party even 
while said rental car is leased or rented to a second party comprising: 

a server computer, with a database, and being connectable to client computers through a 
computer network, 

wherein a listing of lease or rental cars available for sale by an asset reseller is stored in 
said database , said cars on said list being presently part of a fleet of rental or lease cars, some of 
which may be on rent or lease at the time the list is prepared , 

said server computer receives a search request from a client computer; 

at least part of the listing of lease or rental cars is delivered to said client computer; and 

said server computer receives a request to buy a lease or rental car from said client 
computer. 

10. (Currently amended) The system of claim 9, wherein the server computer is 
programmed to control a bidding system and receive bids for one of the lease or rental cars from 
the list of leas e or r e ntal cars for sale and to complete a sales transaction with a winning bidder.
